Near City of Palms 


Right of Supervisors’ Board 
to Regulate is Upheld

Federal Judge Says Action 
Not Discriminatory 


Two county ordinances regulat- 
ing the establishment of ceme- 
teries, one making it unlawful to 
establish a cemetery within one 
mile of 100 or more 4€welling 
houses, and the other establishing 
the “Palme Residence District” in 
which cemetertes:may not be lo- 
cated, are valid, according to an 
opinion of Federal Judge Bledsoe 


a case brought by the Palm 
Crest Development Company 
against the county. The opinion 


announces a decree against the 
plaintif® in that case. and one in 
favor ef Emma N. Paul. who sued 
to enjoin the development com 
pany from establishing a cemetery 
Just outside the city of Palma. 

Judge Bledsoe held there is no 
question about the right of the 
Board of Supervisors to prohibit 
the establishment of cemeteries in 
the county, outside of cities and 
towns. The only limitations on 
the board’s power, he rays, is that 
the action taken should be reason- 
able and ir Inatory, and 
made necessary by a consideration 
of the health, morals, safety. com- 
fort and welfare of the communi- 
ties involved. 

The decisive factor in the extah- 
lishment of a cemetery near Palms. 
as by the Palm Crest De- 
velopment Company, is the char- 
acter of the neighborhood involved. 
Judge Biedsoe held. 

t stands clear that the district 
in which the plaintiff corporation 
intends to establish its proposed 
cemetery lies in almost the center 
of one of the most rapidly Ge- 
veloping and most desirable resi- 
dential districts in the county of 
Los Angeles, be! situated almost 
iequarely between the main city of 
Los Angefes and the sea at Santa 
Monica and thereabouts,” the opin- 
ion says. “That it hes ovptside 
rather than inside a city is not de- 
terminative of the question.” 

It ia the opinion of the ccurt that 
there is plenty of territory outside 
of cities available for cemeteries, 
and that the ordinances regulating 
such institutions are not unreason- 
able nor discrin.inatory. 

The contention of the Palm Crest 
Development Company that 
ordinances were unreasonable was 
based largely on the fact 
cemeteries not dissimilar to 
plaintiff's cemetery are 
actually existing. Such fact, the 
court holds, does not debar the 
Board of Supervisors from erect- 
ing bartiers to further incursions 
of a similar nature.
